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Treasury Notes by Simcha Kuritzky, Treasurer and Editor 

Below are two pie charts that show our results for fiscal year 2010 
(ended November 30). We anticipate earning less interest and paying 
more for prizes in 2011. 



Each circle represents the same number of dollars; because we had more 
revenue than expense, the difference is shown as a surplus in the lower 
left corner of the expenses pie chart. The largest impact of using accrual 
versus cash basis of accounting is on life memberships—revenue earned 
for life membership is from payments received years ago, so regular dues 
and life membership dues are shown separately. Sales are primarily of 
raffle tickets, but also some souvenir sheets, medals, and surplus equip¬ 
ment. Prize expense includes raffle, exhibit, and door prizes. Program 
includes the Distinguished Lecturer gifts and honorary life membership, 
and costs of storing the John Henry collection. Dividends are comprised 
of cash donations to three local charities and medals and encased 
quarters sent to each member club in good standing. 

The gold raffle is our primary revenue source. Thus, it's important for all 
members to buy raffle tickets. MSNA will send each member club 30 
raffle tickets and requested $20 in return, giving each club at least $5 
profit (if all tickets were sold at 6 for $5). Last year, the Salisbury Coin 
Club purchased the winning fourth prize ticket (one ounce silver proof 
eagle). We had three clubs who did not send in their raffle tickets in 
2010. If they had bought the tickets themselves, they may have won.

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Seventeenth Century Maryland Medals 

by George J. Fuld 

The state of Maryland has the distinction of having 3 Betts medals issued 
as early as 1644 in regard to the settling of the state. These three medals 
document the formative years of Maryland and Baltimore. It should be 
noted that the standard study of these medals, by C. Wyllys Betts, dated 
their issuance to 1632 but the recent data dates them to 1644. 


In July 2008, I had the privilege of going through the coin accumulation 
at the Maryland Historical Society (MdHS). This was all unattributed 
material, many in envelopes dating back to the turn of the 20th century. 
There were approximately one hundred U.S. coins and about nine 
hundred foreign pieces. Among items I found were two Maryland 
shillings, two Maryland six pence, a holed Maryland groat, an altered 
copy of Idler’s Baltimore denarius, and a superb Standish Barry three 
pence. In one envelope, with about ten foreign coins, was a folded 
document that has brought to light one of the MdHS’s prize possessions, 
the oval medal from 1644, Betts 35. 


This signed document affirms the donation by twelve Historical Society 
members of the Betts 35 medal. A copy of the document is shown 
signed by each donor with the amount donated. The total paid in was 
$120.00. As noted in the document, a special price of £25 (then worth 
U.S. $121.25) was negotiated by Judge Stockbridge with Spink & Sons 
of London.

We understand 
that the medal was struck about 1633 A. D., and that the specimen 
referred to above is possibly the only one in this country, and 
belongs to one of the kinds which are known as "Baltimore" medals:

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Tony Lopez found details of the transaction in the Maryland Historical 
Magazine of March, 1916. At the meeting of December 13, 1915, Judge 
Stockbridge discussed the negotiations for the medal with a background 
on the only other Baltimore medal (Betts 34) then in possession of the 
Society. The relevant description of the medal 35 from C. Wyllis Betts 
is given and other references to Maryland Archives from 1676 are noted.

The most common of the three Maryland medals is Betts 34 showing 
portraits of Cecil Calvert and his wife Anne. The legend only gives their 
names and titles. This medal is cast and comes in two attached shells or 
in solid silver. The following specimens are known: 


The acquisition of this medal by the Maryland Historical Society 
reminds one of the acquisition of the gold Washington Before Boston 
medal now at the Boston Public Library by prominent Bostonians in 
1876 for the princely sum of $5,000.

There are only a few copies of the 
oval Betts 35 known. The only one 
noted besides the MdHS piece was 
sold in the John J. Ford collection 
The illustration on page 8 is courtesy 
of Stack’s. This medal is ex 
Glendining’s sale of July 17, 1958 lot 
239; B. A. Seaby on September 3, 
1958. Tony Lopez found a state of 
Maryland historic marker for 
Mattawoman Run which references 
the Betts 35. 
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of Winton (Spink USA 4, November 10-11, 1983, lot 241), weight 
25.08 grams, 47.5mm. 

• Reported by Maryland Historical Society, ex-Spink USA November 
10-11, 1983 lot 240 (also ex-Lord Eden); weight 25.01 grams, 
47.7mm silver (not located). Note that the National Gallery of Art 
states that Paul Mellon acquired this lot in 1983 and donated to the 
National Portrait Gallery. 

• In 1906, Maryland Historical Magazine announced the acquisition of 
an electrotype of B-34. R on edge, reportedly weighing 37.88 grams. 
The company Ready made electrotypes for the British Museum in 
19th century, and marked them with an R. 

• The Smithsonian Institute (ex Charles McCormick 1950, Melvin and 
George Fuld 1976) weight 20.26 grams, 51.5mm. with loop. 

• The British Museum specimen weighs 29.51 grams. 

• The Hunterian Collection Glasgow specimen weighs 24.89 grams 

• American Numismatic Society (0000.999.33071 ex Daniel Parish; 
ANS (1905.57.348) weight 22.045 grams, 45mm with loop. 

• Maine Historical Society, weight 27.5 grams, 46mm with loop. 

• National Gallery of Art, Smithsonian Institute ex Paul Mellon in 1983. 
diameter 47mm (ex Spink USA 4; Lord Eden—not in MdHS). 

• Florida anonymous collector has an early non-contemporary cast with 
loop. Weight 21.56 grams, 46.63mm. 

Weights of these specimens vary from about 20 grams to almost 30 
grams. They are hand chased, and excellent early copies are noted. 
They come with or without an attachment loop. A thorough study of 
these medals should be undertaken to see if the solid medals are the only 
originals and if the shells cast and attached are contemporary. It is 
noteworthy that the John Ford collection did not include this medal. 

Hoover and the author do not believe that the Betts 34 medals were 
distributed to the Native Americans. More likely, the medal was issued 
to honor the house of Calvert. None have ever been found by 
documented finds of the Lord Baltimore medal in any North American 
context. As best I can tell, all the copies of Betts 34 currently in the U.S. 
originated in England.

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The most prized medal at the MdHS is the unique specimen of Betts 
36—the Presentation medal of Cecil Calvert, second Lord Baltimore, 
Proprietor of Maryland. This specimen came from the same source as 
some of the previous medals. Sir W. Eden. The British Museum has 
only an electrotype of this actual medal and listed as unique in 1885 in 
Medallic HI. 262/54. It was sold in the Spink USA sale of November 10- 
11, 1983 as lot 242. The notes at the MdHS indicate that it was bought 
for $25,000 and donated by an anonymous donor. 




It has a bunch of six arrows in the center united by a band, inscribed 
C/ECILUS, below on ribbon, VIS. UNITA. FORTIOR (Unity Brings 
Strength), legend around ...EGO CORPORA IVNGAT CORDA DEVS (I 
Unite their Bodies, May God Unite their Hearts). Reverse plain central 
space, on ribbon below, COR. VNVM. ET. ANIMA VNA (One Heart and 
One Mind), legend around ...CECILUS BALTEMOREVS ET ANNA 
ARVNDELIA VXOR EIVS (Cecil Baltimore and his wife Anne Arundel). 
There is speculation that this might have been an Indian peace medal, but 
if so, why is only one known? Lopez suggests that this medal is a 
rejected pattern and the writer concurs with this suggestion. 

Although Betts dates all of these three medals to 1632, more likely they 
were produced around 1644. Lopez, in his articles, concludes that a 
Betts 35 was presented to the Susquehannocks in 1644. In addition, 
Lopez quotes from the Maryland Archives: "hereupon as a mark of his 
Lordships kindness, and a pledge of friendship, his said Lordship gave 
unto the King of Mattawoman a medal, with the effigies of his Right 
Honorable Cecillius, His Lordship’s father lately deceased on the one 
side, and a map of Maryland on the other side with a black and yellow 
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ribbon." Certainly this proves that at least one of the three Maryland 
medals is definitely an Indian Peace medal. Both Betts 35’s apparently 
originated in England. It is surprising that no copies of Betts 35 have 
been found in the United States or surfaced from burial excavations as 
occurred for most other early medals. Of course, the second Lord 
Baltimore Cecil Calvert never visited North America, even though he 
governed the state for many years.

Mae Clarke, an active member of the 
Washington Numismatic Society, one of the 
founders and past officer of the Montgomery 
County Coin Club and Prince Georges County 
Coin Club, active with the Middle Atlantic 
Numismatic Association (now the Eastern States 
Numismatic Association) and Metropolitan 
Washington Numismatic Association, passed away on January 8, 2011 at 
the age of 97. She and her husband Joseph testified before Congress in 
1982 (see photo from Coin World ) concerning the Olympic coin program 
and managed to replace the proposed 33 commemorative coins with a 
three-coin set (six if you count proofs separately) that raised $37 million 
for the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics, the most successful coin program in 
U.S. history. Krause made both Numismatic Ambassadors in 1977, and 
the ANA honored them with its Medal of Merit in 1987. The Clarkes 
celebrated their golden wedding anniversary in 1988, and Joseph passed 
away in 1990, both commemorated by elongated cents. Mae moved to 
Michigan to be with her daughter shortly thereafter.

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What's Your Sign? 

Part Nine: Zolar's Lucky Buddha Medals 

by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

Zolar has published books on astrology and divination over the years. 
They also issued their own set of zodiac medals. For some strange 
reason, the reverse side shows an oriental fat man with long ears and 
the inscription LUCKY BUDDHA beneath. Rays of varying length 
emanate. What I think is the earliest medal is 35mm and has all signs 
of the zodiac on the obverse with their dates and the actual star 
positions indicated. It is very similar to the medal issued for Salem 
Village at the 1933-34 Chicago World's Fair (shown on the far right). 



The medals for the individual signs are only 30mm and they include a 
copyright notice at the bottom. There are two types of inscriptions: 
one just has COPYRIGHT 1936 BY ZOLAR along the bottom rim 
(below on left), while the other also has MADE IN U.S.A. higher up 
(on right). There are differences in the lengths and angles of the rays, 
indicating that many different obverse dies have been used over the 
years. I assume the medals without Made in USA are the earliest. 



Most of the medals are made of brass, but aluminum ones are also 
known, though they are scarcer than the brass. The aluminum medals 
I have all include the MADE IN U.S.A. inscription. At first I 
assumed that the aluminum medals were issued later, possibly made 
after 1973 when the price of copper rose precipitously. However, 
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since then I found a Zolar 
Individual Horoscope and 
Numerology Guide made for a 
person born on September 23rd, 
listing predictions for the 
months of January to June, 1937 
plus a section on numerology. It 
has an aluminum Libra medal 
glued to the front of the 8-page, 

115x165mm pamphlet. This 
explains why the aluminum ver¬ 
sions are so scarce: they were 
only sold with guides. Since I 
haven't seen any other examples, 
although I have seen actual 
books published by Zolar, I must 
assume these guides are scarce 
and Zolar stopped issuing them 
by World War Two. The guide 
also includes ads for a Zolar zodiac ring and a charm bracelet for 20 
cents each. Coincidentally, the only aluminum medals I've been able 
to buy are the autumnal signs of Libra, Scorpio, and Sagittarius. 

The sign side of each medal has a figure for the sign with the sigil 
suspended above. Around the outside are two line legends. At top is 
the Latin name with the dates. At bottom is the English name and a 
description, and at the very bottom in tiny letters is COPYRIGHT 
1936 BY ZOLAR. All inscriptions use only capital letters. The Zolar 
medals do not include the planet, lucky day or numbers like the 
Ushers' medals do, though these are published in the guides along 
with the lucky color, jewels, and flowers. By the way, Zolar declares 
Libra's lucky numbers to be 3 and 7, while the Ushers' decided they 
were 6, 9, and 7. Zolar uses the traditional association of Libra with 
the planet Venus, and Venus' corresponding associations with the 
color green and day Friday (named after the Norse goddess Freya, 
who the Romans associated with Venus). For each month, the guide 
gives a general impression followed by a list of at least a dozen 
favorable days and around ten unfavorable days. At the back of the 
guide, it says that these are available at all leading 5c and 10c stores. 
Zolar was located at 33 West 60th Street in Manhattan.

Like the Ushers medals I described last time, the scarcest Lucky Buddha 
medals are Gemini (though unlike the Ushers, Zolar Virgo medals are 
not scarce). I have not even seen a Zolar Gemini; the picture shown here 
is a paste-up using a medal I will describe next time that uses the same 
pictures as Zolar. I can calculate the dates based on the other signs, but 
cannot even hazard a guess as to the sign's lucky slogan. 

Next time, I will show two medal sets that use the same zodiac figure as 
the Zolar Lucky Buddha medals, though they use different dates and 
slogans.
